Ihe defense motion for a recess cannot be granted, "hen a recess at 
Christmas vas decided upon the Tribunal informed the Defense Counsel that 
no further recess would be granted, 

‘As Counsel for the Prosecution has pointed out, Defense Counsel have 
already had several months in which to prepare their defenses to a case whic 
depends principally upon documents in the German language, written by the 
defendants themselves or their associates, They have also had constant assis- 
tance from the Tri buna 1 and the Prosecution in connection with documentary 
evidence and witnesses, 

The Tribunal has observed that m ny of the Defense Counsel mve already 
found it possible, quite properly, to absent themselves from Court and the 
Tribunal sees no reason wh y some of the time which must elapse for the con 
clusion of the case for tie rosecution should not be utilized in preparation 
of their defenses out of Court,

The Tribunal therefore decides that at the conclusion of the Prosecution 
case against the individual defendants, the argument on the groups or organ- 
izations alleged to be criminal shall take place and that thereafter appli- 
cations for documents And witnesses oy those defendants whose witnesses and 
documents have not already been decided upon shall be heard in open session, 
In this way several days will be occupied in which mny of the Defense 
Counsel can be absent fran Court and they can prepare their defenses out of 
Court,

these parts of the account which were already cucted by Coloncl Po! krovsky, in

Mass polsonings occurrede 

Among the crimes perpetrated by the Hitleritos on Soviet territory 
I must mention especially the terror which the inhabitants of Leningrad 
were subjected toe I have already mentioned this in speaking cf the city 
of Leningrad yesterday. In order to shorten my quotation == although, being 
a citizen of Leningrad myself, I would like to dwell on this part -- I 
will only quote general data rezarcing these crimes. The Tribunal will 
find this quotation on page 345 of the document book, second volume, last 
paragraphe 

"During the 900 day sicge of Leningrad when the Germans were in pos-

"The Germans dropped on Leningrad 107,000 demolition and incendiary 
bombs and 150,000 heavy artillery shells. Every Leningrad resident,

every instant. Bombing and artillery fire killed a total of 16, ۲ 
and wounded 33,782 persons," 

l interrupt my quotation, skip the next page of my statement, and ۶ 
the Tribunal to pay attention to page 3l 
document book, an excerpt from the report cf the German artil 
shelled Leningrade I will now cnly give figures concerning the persons 
who died of hunger in Leningrad. It is the terrible winter cf 1941-192. 
I quote only one lines 

"as a result of the hunger blockade of Leningrad, 632,253 people 
perishedc," 

I skip the following two pages and pass on to proofs regarding the 
adoption by the Hitlerites of special machines fcr the killing of 0 
People were poisoned by gas, by special machines, "sondermaschinen", or 
gas vans, by ssphixiction vans, 

The fact, alone, of employing such manhines for the mass murder of 


people constitutes a very heavy charge against the leaders of German 
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fascisme The special equipment for the mass extermination of people in 
rmctically closed machines, such 2s exhaust pipes of motors which were 

connected to the bodies of machines by means of Special mobile tubes 
were utilized by the German Fascists for the first time in the USSR in 
19426 

I skip the following part of my text and consider that it is indispen- 
sable only to remind the Tribunal that for the first time these machines 
of death werementioned in an act which I have alr2ac y submitted to the 
Tribunal concerning the atrocities cf the German Fascist agsressors, in 
the town of Kerche This cocument was submitted as USSR 63 and refers 
to the spring of 0 

i remind the Tribunal of an excerpt from the statement of the witness 
Darya Demchenko, who saw how the German servicemen in Ke rch threw out 
the bodies of the murdered into an anti-tank ditch, However, it can not 
oc contested that the mass extermination of people in gas vans wos 
ascertained for the first time in the report of the Extraordinary State 
Commission on atrocities of the Geran occupants in the Stavropol regione 
This document was submitted to the Tribunal by me eariier as USSR le 

Investigation of the crimes committed by the German Fa 
Stavropol region was directed by the presentiy deceased, prominent 
Soviet writer and member of the Expraordinary State Commission, Academician

In the report of the Extraordinary State Commission, on the Stavropol 
region, we read the first detailed description of the mechanism of these 
murcer vans, and I am quoting in this excerpt which the Tribunal will 
finc on page 268 of the ccument book, fourth paragraph. I quote this 
excerpt in full as the technical details which we find here coincide 
fully with those technical details which were so fully reported to the 
Tribunal by the American Prosecution, This is corroborative evidence, 
and, therefore, is important. Ibegin my quotation: 

"Mass extermination by the Germans cf the peaceful citizens of the 
USSR by means of poisoning by carbon monoxide in specially constructed 
machines or motor vans was definitely determined. The prisoner of war 


Fenichel testified: 


"hile working as a mechanic, I had the oppo rtunity to get acquainted 


in detail with the mechanisms of these machi nes, which werespecially 
equipped for strangulation and exkermination of people by means of gases. 
There vere several such machines in the tovm cf ct2vropol at the disposal 
the Gestapoe 

"'Their construction was as follows: The body was approximately five 
meters long and two and a half meters wide: the height of the body was 
approximately two and a half meterse The body had the shape of a wagon 
with ut windows, Inside, it was lined, with galvanized iron. On tho 
fioor, which was also lined with galvanized iron, there were wooden 
grills, The door cf the body was lined with rubber and coul? be hermeti 
closed by means cf an automatic lock, On the floor of these machi s 
under the grill, there were placed two metal pipes."

"These pipes were interconnected by means of a cross

"These pipes had frequent openings of one and a half centimeters in 
diameters From tho cross pipe led a rubber tube through an opening in 


the iron lined flo.r.

pire. This tube could be screwed to the exhaust pipe. During the use of

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the motor, all the gas which was thus obtained penctrated into the body 
of this hermetically closed machine, As a result of the accumultion of 
these gases, a man who was placed inside the body died within a short 
tine. The body of the machine could contain approximately 70-80 people. 
Ihe motor of this machine usually bore the trademark 'Sauert,'

wre already known to the Tribunal and beg the Tribunal to pay attention 
tc page 270 of the document book, first paragraph, whith says that in the 
Stavropol district the motor van was used for the murder of 660 people who 
were ill, 

i draw attention ef the Tribunal to the report of the Extradorin?^ry 
State Commission rez^rding tle crimes of the Germancriminals in the 
Krasnodar district, I submit this document to the Tribunal as USSR L2. 

It concerns data of the mass killing cf people in murder vans, I will 
not quote this document, 

I pass to page 243 of the Russian text, and I submit to the Tribunal 
as USSR Exhibit 65 the ver^ict cf the military tribunal of the North 
Caucasion Front. I wish only to quote a short excerpte The Tribunal 
will find this on pare 239 of the Cocument book, volume 2, 

The legal investigation has also ascertained the facts of the 
systematic torture and burnin ; oy the Hitlerite criminals of many arrested 
Soviet citizens, which were in the cellars of the Gestapo, as well as 
the facts of the extermination by ssphixiation by cases of carb 
014115 cars, machines of death 
00وا‎ innocent Soviet peozle, including more than 700 ill persons who 
were in the hospitals of the town cf Krasshodar and the Krassnodar regione 
among them were 32 children, from five to 16 years ۵ 

At first I wanted to quote a series of testimonies ziven oy witnesses, 
but I will net do so, in order to save time I skip four pages of 
the text and pass on to pase 2L9 of the Russian text. 

l submit tc the Tribunal a report of the Extraordinary State Com 
mission on the atrocities of the German Fascist criminals in the town of 
Krarkov and the Kharkov district. I submit this dccument to the Tribunal 
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as USSR 434. I will nct quote this document, and will only draw the 
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attention of the Tribunal to a summarizing & ocuments; namely, the vercig¢t 
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of the military tribunal cf the Ukrainian Frent, a verdict which was 
prencunced in this case. This ms been introduced to the Tribunal 
as USSR Exhibit 32, The Tribunal willfind this excerpt on page 22 
of the 556 book, first paragraphs I qucte:

SSRe 

"Among those who vere liberated from these camps there were children up to 
the age of 13. there were 15,950. "omen who were incapable of work numbered 
15,072, an? there were 4, 448 old mon," 

I omit the next page, and I read pace 269 of the Russian presentation. I 
quote from the onc paragraph which serves as testimony of the fact of how the 
unfortunate people from different rerions of Byelo-Pussia were driven to these 
camps e 

Witness Mrs. Le Pekarski, who was libcrated from tho camp, tcstificd 
before the Commission: 

"Om the 12th of March 1944, late in the afternoon, wo, the inhabitants of 
the city of Jlobin, met together for a period of half an hour at thc station 
of Jlobin-South: Here thc Germans selected the younr ones and took them AWAY o 
Having herded us into railroad ars, the Germans ۵84۵4 the doorse ‘here we 
were going we didn't know, but we all anticipated some evil. 

"We were driven along the railroad line Rudobelski, and we were unloaded 
late in the afternoon on the 15th of Marche During the nighttime, knee deep in 
muc, we were driven into a camp. From this camp we were driven into another 
one, En route the Germans were beating use those who were lagging behind 
were shote 

"Here walks one woman with three childrene The Germans shot at one of 
them. When the mother and two other of her children turned and looked at him 
then the beasts of soldicrs took their turns in shooting at theme And then 


the mother shrieks after her family and her shrick is interrupted by a dircct 
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Shot, 

Herc walked a mother and sone ho child couldn't stand this and he fell, 
The mother bends over him, She wants to console him with her words but neither 
the son nor the mother arose. They didn't see the bluc skye The Germans shot 
him," 

I omit the next page of this document and I pass over to the presentation 
of the evidence of the fact that the Germans premiditatedly drove to this camp 
those who were sick with typhuse" 

I quote three paragraphs of page 271: 

"P.S. Mitrachovich, who was liberated from the camp and who was a resident 
of the village OnovoeAbslitza, testified: 

"We, who were sick with typhus, were drivcn to the village of Mikul- 
Gorodok, into the camp which was surrounded by barbed wire." 

"An inhabitant of the hamlet of Novogorudok, Gavrilchik, P.S., testified: 

"During three cays there were brought into the camp in motorecars typhus 
patients, as 5 result of which many who were healthy also became sick with 
typhus.'" 

I omit the next two pages in the document and I pass over to what the mem- 
bers of the Tribunal will find on page 454, second column, sixth paragraph, 

"The German command used to send to the camps, especially the camps 
located right near the front line, their own agents whowere Charged with obe 
serving how the epidemic of typhus was spreading among the population and als o 
amont the Red Army Unitse Further, there is the testimony of one of his arents 
Kastorgouev who was a traitors 

In concludine the presentation of evidence relative to this matter, I shall 
only quote a few excerpts from the findings of the legal medical experts. It 
is on page 454 in the document book, sccond column, fourth paragraphe I begin: 

"The German authoritics placed in concentration camps, both the healthy 
and those whowere sick with typhus, Sovict citizens. In order to expedite the 
dissemination of typhus in the camps, Germans practiced moving the typhus 
patients from one camp to another once On many occasions when typhus patients 


refused to go into the camp, the German authorities used violent measures. 
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German 2۵۴۵88۵۴5 used to move typhus patients from hospitals into the 
camps and next to the healthy population in the camps. In the last paragraph, 
E, the infecting of the Soviet population with typhus took place in the period 
of the second half of February and in the first half of March, The result of 
it was mass infection of the people who were inmates of the camp and the con- 
firmation of which the members of the Tribunal will find in the next paragraph 
where it is said that the Red Army Command sent to the hospitals 4,052 Soviet 
citizens, out of which 2,370 were children below 13 years of ngo. 

I omit those sections of my presentation where I wanted to give conerete 
information as to the hardships of those who were inmates of these concentration 
camps and I pass to page 277 of my presentation where I deal with concentration 
camps of the usual type, 

I quote only one short excerpt from report of the Yugos%av Government 
dealing with Camp Banyitzs, near Belgrade, from which it is evident that the 
camps near Yugoslavia so far as bestial conditions nre concerned were quite 
identical with the camps in other countries of Eagtern Europee The members of 
the Tribunal will find on page 263 in the document book, second paragraph. I 
quote three pararraphs of this report: 

"In Comp Baniytza, near Belgrade, this camp was established by the German 
occupational authorities as far back as June, 1941. From the documents of this 
camp, seized by the authorities, it is evident that there were registered 
25,675 inmates. However, from the testimony of the surviving witnesses, 
especially the employees of the Quislinr authorities who worked in this camp, it 
was possible to establish that through this camp passed really a much greater 
number of victims." 

I omit the next paragraph and continue my quotations 

"The witness Monchilo Gemyanoviche at the end of 1943 participated in 
burning corpses of the victims of the Camp Baniytza." 

And I omit the remainder of tho paragraph. I continue my quotation: 

"At the interroration of the Tth of February, 1945, he testificd before the 
Yugoslav State Commission that during his period of work there he counted 


68,000 corpses." 


I omit further the reports since the particulars are well known to the 
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Tribunal. I omit five pages of the preséntation and I pass to thc parc 283, 
And I present to the Tribunal as Exhibit USSR-193 an excerpt from an official 
of the hospital, Dr. Se 1016118616+ 

In this report of the Yugoslav Government it is justifiably said that this 
hospital reminds one more of a mortuary or chapel, where the bodies of those 
were delivered for final masse On some days there were delivered to the hospie 
tal tens anc hundreds of people who died of starvation. For instance, in one 
excerpt it says 87 badies wore delivered to thc hospital, Unter Noe 1272 it is 
mentioned that 122 bodies were delivered to this hospital and that under 
Noe 204 thero were 112 bodies delivcred. I don't consider that these figures 
27060 any comment to illustrate the regime in the camp especially as far as cone 
ditions are concerned in the camps in thc territory of the USSR temporarily 
occupied by Germanse I quote a short excernt from the report of the State 
Fxtraorcinary Commission relative to the crimes in Lithuanian SSRe I begins 

"In the territories of Lithuanian SSR Hitlerites exterminated in creat 
numbers not only the local population but also people who were driven hcre from 
Orlov District the Smolensk, Vitebsk an^ Leninrraj?3 Districts, Through this 
camp for the evacuated population near the town of Alitous, you will see from 
movie document which will be presented today, that from summer 1943 to June 1944 
200,000 people passed throuch this campe 1 omit the next part of thc quotation 
and i skip one paragraphe 

"In the city there was no sanitation, there was absence of water, starva- 
tion anc disease and also shootines, resulting in the fact that during the 
perioc of 14 months in this camp there perished up to 60,000 neaceful Soviet 


people. 
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I omit two next pages of my presentation and I quote from page 289, 
It mentions here that for the families of the members of the Red Army in 
the territories of Lithuanian SSR there were crezted special concentration 

255. And the following order was posted in this camp, I begins 

"tor expressing displeasure with German authorities and for violation 
of the camp regime the Soviet people $hould be shot without any trials, should 
be jailed and snould be sent for permanent cxile to Germany," 

I omit one paragraph and continue: 

"Ihe four commanders mentioned fre quently to the inmates 'You are 
our slaves; I shall punish you however I want.! 

I refer further to the report of the State Extraordinary Vommission 
relative to the Crimes in the “ity of Kiev, There are described murders in 
camps which will be shown in the movies today. 

LH PRESIDENT: The interpreters aro having difficulty, so would you 
please try to talk more slow] ly? 

COLONEL SMIRNOV: I shall speak slowly, but I speak rapidly quite 
unconsciously, since I have a lot of presentation and such presentation will 
be quite lengthy, such as thedocumentary films, That is why I quote only 
one quotation, which shows the methods of extermination of people in one 
Campe Third paragraph of the Russian texte 

Ln one sSturmbannfuehrer Radomski and his deputy leader, Rieder, used 
devious means in extermination of Soviet people. For instance, they invented 
the following means of murders: 

۵016 Yoviet people were made to climb a tree and others had to saw it 


downe The people would fall down together with the tree anc 
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Further, I quote a short excerpt from the Report of the Extraordinary 
Commission in regard to crimes in Estonian SSR. Ihis also shows.a highly 
severe regime in the camps in stoi Lae I quote the last paragraphs 

"Daily in the camp there were mass flogeings of the inmates, Besides 
this, for the smallest violation of the rules people were left wit iout any 
food for days then they were given a period of severe cold, and were tied to 
۹ post for two or three hours, Inis shocking treatment of the inmates was 
not only on the part of the oS Guards but also the administration of the camp 


and the German physicians. The Gerr an doctor, Bortmann, personally beat 
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two natos, Dr. Salkingson and Dr, Gezon. This Lr, Bortmann syctematically

poisoned sick inuates, injecting under the skin poison at every point, ihe 
medical attendant Unterschsrfuehrer Gent, killed with an axe 23 elderly 
innatese The witness Ranter testified in February 19) in the camp at Kloga 
there were born two children. Both of those children were thrown alive 
into the furnace and burnt.'

I pass to the presentation of evidence on the camps of extermination, 

A lot of evidence has been already presented to the Tribunal and 
therefore i shall limit myself only with presentation and evidenco which 
really serves as material of explanation of those movies which will be 
shown to the tribunal todaye I consider that the Tribunal has already a 
very clear idea of the fact that in concentration camps there were 
exterminated citizens of 211 countries of ای٥09‎ e Into these camps there

However, I wanted to find out how many 
special firns in Germany were engaged in building at least only crematoria 
for the concentration Camps. And now I shall present to the Tribunal the 
evidence that in fascist Germ ny there were at least three Spécial business 
Firms which were engaged ondy in building of crematoria for concentration 
061 this serves as testimony of the crime, 
i skip to paze 303 of my present:tion,. I begin my presentation 
of evidence in this Section and I askthe Tribunal to refer to the report of 


the State Extraordinary Commission about the crimes of German Fascist 


occupants in Auschwitz. I quote "this document, which is on paze 353 in tthe 


document book, and it is recorded in tthe text, I begin: 
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"!onstruction of new vast crematoria was given to the German firm 
of Topf « Sons, of Erfurt, which imnediately began to build in Birkenau 
four vast crematoria and gas chambers. Berlin impassionedly demanded the 
expediting of the construction and finish of all the work before the 
beginning of 2943. In the records of the office of Auschwitz Camp there was 
discovered a vast amount of correspondence between the administration of the 
camp and the firm Topf & Sons, and among them the follewing two letters: 


"Topf. & Sons, Erfurt, 
"12 Februaryl9l3. 


"To Central Construction Office of SS and Police, Auschwitz, 

"Subject: Crematoris in the Camps 2 and 3 Por the prisoners of ware 

"ie acknowledge receipt of your wire of the 19th of February of 
the following contents: 

"Once again we acknowledge receipt of your order for five triple 
furnaces, including twoelectric elevators to raise the corpses and one 
elevator of temporary construction for corpses. There was also ordered 2 
practical device for lifting coal and for transport of the ashes. We. shall 
deliver the fudl installation for Crematory No. 3 and we expect that you 
shall take measures to deliver immediately all machines with their parts," 

I shall omit the ne:t paragraph which deals with bathehouses for a 
special purpose, and I present to the Tribunal Exhibit USSR-Ól, a document 
which is appended to the report of the Yugoslav Vovernment. This is a 
certified photostat of a document and concerns the correspondence with the 
business firm, Didi, on the question of construction of crematoria designed 
for a large camp in Belgrade, 

In the document presented by me the firm Didi characterized itself 
as one firm that had considerable experience in construction of crematoria 
Lor concentration camps and it represented itself as a firm that understood 
the demands of its clients. In order to get tie bodies into the furnace th 
firm created a special conveyor of special design and the firm considered 
that it could fulfil their orders much better than other firms, and it 0 
for a small idvanee, to begin preliminary work connected with the drawing up 


of blue-prints for the crematoria of the car I quote very short excerpts

They 
did net even consider it necessary to cerxuflazo the burial crouncs in which 
they hurled. the b.cios of the murdered persons after the shooting, But after 


the defeat which the Hitlerite war machine suffered at Stalingrad, the 


rearing retaliation, the criminals began to adopt urgent measures in order 
to conceal the traces of their crinos, Wherever it was possible they burned 


the bodies, Where this could not be done, the burial grounds were carefully

camouflaged with moss or green foliage, The carth which covered the grave 
of those shot was smoothed out with special machines and with tractors. However 
the main method adopted by the German fascist criminals for the camouflare of 


their crimes was certainly the burning of tno corpses a

In order to be 
able to put as many bodies as pessible into tho ovens, the latter were

The five ovens proved to be insufficient, and one was compelled to resori 
to special primitive crematorium installaticns, which were orranizec in the 
following ways

again corpsese Thus, 500 to 1,000 corpses could be laid on one piles All 
that was covered with liquid fuel and lit up.

Greece cannot be exhausted in one vast statement. One can only choose 
a few very typical cases of cruel, base, and systematic methods adopted 
by the main criminals who had conceived these crimes, as well as those 
who carried out these crimes. Those who are now on the Defendants': 
bench freed the chimera which they called conscience of hundreds and 
thousands and millions of criminals. They educated these criminals 
and created for them an atmosphere of impunity, and drove their blood- 
thirsty hounds against peaceful citizens. These mocked the conscience 
and dignity of man. 

But those who were poisoned in gas wagons and gas cells, those 
who were torn to shreds, those whose bodies were burned in the ovens 
of crematoriums and whose ashes were blovm to the winds, appeal to

the conscience of the world. We cannot now name, only number, the 


places where millions were vilely murdered, but on the damp walls of

the gas chambers, in the shooting places, in the throes of death, in 
the stone grounds of the prisons we can now still read the short notes 
of the condemned people who called for retribution, and feel dee 
sorrow.
